The report shows that nearly $1.8 
million (or 65 percent) of the changes

Flagless pole: 
A $30K mistake

ven the little things haven’t

High School building project. 

You might think sticking a flag- 
pole on the building would be pretty 
easy. Think again. 

The white $30,000 steel structure 
that was supposed to be a flagpole is 
now just an ornament. It is unlikely 
it will ever hold a flag, due to design 
problems. 

“It’s very difficult to access,” said 
Ellen Parker, AHS principal. 

One town official, who asked to 
remain anonymous, this week 
referred to the flagpole as “the 
$30,000 mistake.” 

And apparently the town has giv- 
en up the idea of fixing it. Instead, 
the senior class will donate a flag- 
pole to the school. It will be placed in 
a circle out in front of the building, 
“where most schools have their flag- 
pole,” according to Ms. Parker.

ALASKA - If you sought ideal conditions 
to launch the 25th running of the world’s 
greatest sled dog race you would have: clear 
skies, temperatures ranging from -10 (night) 
to +15 (day), a well packed trail, enthusiastic 
fans ... and an absence of controversy. 

All these conditions were met as the Idi- 
tarod’s silver anniversary staged a ceremo 
nial start in Anchorage on March 1, then the 
real thing 70 miles to the north in Willow on 
March 2. I was there. So were 10,000 other 


fans! 


Kor me the Iditarod has no athletic superi- 
or. It depends on dogs and people working 
together. Men and women compete on the 
same terms. It’s as level a playfield as you 
can find. And, it crosses 1,100 miles of mag- 
nificent Alaskan terrain — land, rivers, 
mountains and ocean. 

Starting (Anchorage) and ending (Nome) 
at sea level, the trail rises to 3.200 feet (the 
height of Mt. Monadnock) as it threads its 
way through the Alaska Range. 


The rules apply equally to everyone: 16 
dogs for each musher, no replacements, any 
injured dog must be cared for, no help from 
others — self dependence only. Mushers run 
about equal times in darkness and daylight. 
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Three proscribed rest periods for 
both dogs and mushers. No excep- 
tions. 

This is my third Iditarod — as 
eyewitness, as reporter, as pho- 
tographer and as all-out fan. 
From the March 1-2 launching | 
now fly by commuter airline to 
McGrath, some 400 miles along 
the Trail. From there it’s all 
hitchhiking rides on bush planes. 
First stop Takotna (pop. 40) 


Where I sleep on the library floor. 
Then as weather and planes per- 
mit to as many checkpoints as 
possible all the way to the finish 
line in Nome. 

I have my favorite musher, 
Jeff King, who won in 1993 and 
again last year. 

So I’ll be watching the front 
runners. But I care equally about 
those who will finish well down 
the list ... but who will have run

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One new position requested for Public Works 


By Don Staruk 
he town manager’s $8.67 million 
recommended budget for the 
Department of Public Works for 
next year appears to be up $633,932 
from what was budgeted for this year, 
roughly 7.9 percent. But the increase is 
actually only 2.6 percent, well below 
the 4.3 percent cap set by the town 
manager, according to Bob McQuade, 
DPW director. 

The increase from the Fiscal Year 
1997 budget to next year’s recommend- 
ed spending does not take into account 
retroactive pay increases that had been 
set aside for contract settlements. 
Because the retro pay had been held in 
this year’s budget in a compensation 
fund, outside of the DPW budget, 
putting that money back into the bud- 
get for next year makes the DPW 
increase appear greater than it actual- 
ly-is. 

The contract with DPW employees 
was settled last year. It is a three year 
contract that runs through FY’98. 
Unlike most contracts, it is not based 
on a percentage increase, but instead 
allotted a $1,200 pay hike for each of the 
three years to each employee. While 
that might be a significant increase for 
an employee with a lower salary (4 per-

cent for a $30,000 salary), it is less so for 
those with a higher pay (2.7 percent for 
a $45,000 salary). 


Other highlights 
Other significant changes or high- 
lights in the DPW budget include 
requests for: 
*One new employee at a Salary of 
$25,000; 
* A $313,000 increase in the cost to dis- 
pose of solid waste; 
¢ A level-funded snow budget. 


New clerk 
The proposed budget includes a 
“request for one new position, that of an 
account clerk to work on water depart- 
ment billing and accounts receivable. 
The clerk, budgeted at $25,000, would 
work in the treasurer’s office at town 
offices. 

One clerk has been handling the 
twice-a-year billing for the town’s 
roughly 10,000 water department 
accounts, according to Mr. McQuade. 


Salaries 

Though the $8.67 million recom- 
mended DPW budget for next year 
comprises 11.2 percent of the entire 
town budget — second only to the school 
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department - personnel costs do not 
comprise the majority of the DPW bud- 
get. That is contrary to other town 
departments. 

“We have the least: number of 
employees of any town department,” 
Mr. McQuade said this week. 

Pay for the 46 DPW employees totals 
$2.43 million, or about 28 percent of 
next year’s budget. The remainder of 
the budget goes chiefly to electricity to 
power the water treatment plant and 
sewer pumps, chemicals for the water 
treatment plant, solid waste disposal,

The total overtime for highway in 
calendar year 1996 was in excess of 
$292,000, which Mr. McQuade attribut- 
ed to snow removal costs.

SOCIALLY RESPONSIBLE INVESTING: IS IT FOR YOUR? 

In April 1996, the American Medical Association created a media stir by 
urging mutual fund companies to stop investing in the tobacco industry. This 
announcement brought significant attention to the concept of socially 
responsible investing. 

What is socially responsible investing? On the “don't” side, it’s avoiding 
those companies that manufacture products perceived by some as 
unhealthy, unethical or environmentally unsound, or those companies that do 
business in countries with questionable human rights records. On the “do” 
side, it means investing in those firms that — through their products or their 
actions — are viewed as making a positive contribution to society 

Of course, the very term “socially responsible” is somewhat subjective. You 
might have no objections to a product that your neighbor finds offensive, and 
vice versa. There isn't any one list of socially responsible investments that 
wouid be acceptable to everyone 

However, if you do have some strong feelings about a particular product or 
company, you should, by all means, take this into account when you invest 
As an investor, you've got a voice in helping determine company policy. If you 
own $1,000 in company stock, you can file a “shareholder request” urging the 
management to rethink its behavior on a particular issue. If you are joined by 
enough of your fellow stockholders, you can tangibly influence a company’s 
action; shareholder resolutions have made a difference on a variety of issues, 
including divestment from South Africa 

You can still profit. No matter how strong your interest in socially 
responsible investing, you shouldn't let it make you forget the reason you 
became an investor in the first place: to make money. So, the question is, can 
you be both a socially responsible investor and a successful one? 

To answer this question, you have to look at it from two ways. First, if you 
avoid all investments that you may find objectionable, will you be missing out 
on some good bets? Yes 

Second, can you make money off those stocks that are socially acceptable 
and those mutual funds that carry the “socially conscious” label? Yes, you 
can. Managers of socially responsible mutual funds — exactly like managers 
of all mutual funds — strive to achieve the maximum return for investors 

Various studies have shown little difference between the performance of 
stocks and mutual funds that haven't been “socially screened” and the 
performance of those that have. And the Domini Social Index of 400 socially 
responsible companies has actually outperformed the Standard & Poor's 500 
in recent years. The Domini Index includes some 250 companies also found 
in the S & P 500, which illustrates the wide availability of socially acceptable 
investments 

The bottom line is this: You don't have to sacrifice competitive retums when 
you choose a socially responsible investment 

Finding acceptable choices. What can you do if you want to invest 
responsibly? If you explain your particular interests and concerns, a good 
advisor Can point you in the right direction 

You can also be your own detective when you shop for stocks and mutual 
funds. A mutual fund will list its holdings in a prospectus typically spells out 
the philosophy of the fund managers 

Worth the effort. Socially responsible investing does involve more work, 
and it can make the investment process a little more complex, but if you take 
your principles senously, it may be worth the trouble. So feel free to put your 
money where your heart is — just don't leave your head behind

GRINDING TO A HALT 

The first indication that many people have that they are 
grinding their teeth at night comes from bedmates who report the 
sound of gnashing teeth. However, because only 20 percent of 
people with this problem (called bruxism) actually make noise in 
their sleep, their dentists are usually the first ones to spot the 
signs of teeth grinding. They include worn-down teeth, damaged 
dental work, and even tooth fractures. Symptoms of bruxism that 
patients themselves may notice include waking up with aching 
jaws, muscle pain, or dull headaches. The culprit of all this 
grinding and its serious effects is usually tension. Until a change 
in lifestyle or a stress-management technique can be put in place 
to stop the cause of bruxism, the dentist can prescribe a plastic 
mouth guard to be worn at night over the upper or lower teeth to 
protect teeth from chronic grinding.

Addison’s DeCarava show strikes a chord _

In these times of tabloid television and 
predatory paparazzi, there was something 
particularly touching about the warm recep- 
tion that this community gave to photogra- 
pher Roy DeCara- 
va and his family 
at the opening of 
the retrospective show last Friday night. Of 
course one could argue that it was the corpo- 
rate money mentality— people turning out 
for a big show, sponsored by AT&T. But I 
have a different theory. 

DeCarava is a photographic witness, a 
person who has been brave and persistent 
enough to hang on to his community. In his 
many years as a Harlem native, he never 
forgot that sense of community and extend- 
ed family. Inspired by the persistence of his 
mother, a Jamaican immigrant, he began 
taking pictures and he stuck to it. 

We want to have such photographers in 
and around our community. Their truth 
reminds us of who we are, and it binds us 
together. Of course, it helps that the photog- 
rapher has an absolutely flawless sense of 
composition and can fill five major upstairs 
galleries with photographs he printed and 
reprinted until each was right. One of the 
many amateur photographers who stood in 
awe of such work, said to me, “Not a single 
dud in the whole show.” 

Moreover, I have a feeling that the work 
of the community-based photographer is 
striking a particular chord, not only in 
Andover but in communities all over Amer- 
ica. Long before you could walk into the 
chain drugstore and get pictures back in an 
hour, the community-based photographer 


A review 


was there for us, patiently printing. The 
now-recognized work of Richard Graber, 
Elm Square, which catches life on the main 
square of our town in the late 1960s, is 
another example of the unobtrusive but per- 
sistent photographic witness. It is work 
such as Graber’s and DeCarava’s that gave 
us the historical perspective from a particu- 
lar time and place so that it can be savored 
and understood. 

Several sequences stand out, although 
Metropolitan Musuem curator Peter Galassi 
apparently chose not to present them as 
such. As you enter the main gallery and 
turn left, walk to the far wall of the small 
gallery to see one such sequence. Most of the 
photographs on that wall appeared in the 
phototext that Langston Hughes put togeth- 
er from 500 photographs DeCarava loaned 
him when they collaborated in 1955. The full 
text can be found in the hardbound book, 
The Sweet Flypaper of Life. After viewing the 
exhibit as a whole, a viewer who spends 
time with one of the copies of this book will 
understand the photographs in a fuller 
dimension. The text, which springs from the 
voice of Langston Hughes’ character Sister 
Mary Carver, sums up the very essence of 
community-based photography. 

By bearing witness to DeCarava’s 
Harlem, we honor our own community as 
well. It takes a show such as this to remind 


us that when such photographers are both 
directly involved in the community and 
because they make art, their views need to 
be taken seriously. Put quite simply: these 
photographers, far more than the so-called

Stone-Congress’ representatives 
have said there were so many prob- 
lems with the documents designed by 
architect Earl R. Flansburgh + Associ- 
ates that the building could not be built 
as originally designed. 


In December, 1995, Andover filed a 
cross suit against the architect, hoping 
to force Flansburgh to pay all damages 
should co-defendants Andover and 
Flansburgh lose the Stone-Congress 
lawsuit. 


A Superior Court judge denied 
Andover’s recent effort at summary 
judgment in the Stone-Congress case 
and Stone-Congress said it believes the 
suit will go to trial. 

“We've not had any indication from 
the owner (Andover) that there’s a seri- 
Ous intent to settle,” said Mr. Nichol- 
son. 

Stone-Congress said that so much 
has been discovered since it originally 
filed the suit that it believes it could 
win more than $1.7 million in court. 
One-year bid 


Now, Andover and the architect are 
seeking to delay the start of discovery 
in the Stone-Congress trial by one year. 


Buzz Stapczynski, town manager, 
denies faulty construction documents 
are the reason for the delay request. He 
said the reason for the request is 
because he doesn’t want the work asso- 


ciated with discovery to 
dominate his time and the 
time of those working on 
the High School project. 


“It’s not the documents. 
It’s my time. It’s (consul- 
tant) Mead’s time. We’re 
building a building here,” 
said Mr. Stapczynski. 

“We're saying let’s put 
that off and concentrate 
on the construction rather 
than the litigation,” said 
Tom Urbelis, town coun- 
sel. 


David Patrick, Stone 
Building Company presi- 
dent, said Andover’s 
request to delay discovery 
would also bump the start 
of the actual trial by one 
year. 


Mr. Urbelis, Andover’s 
counsel, admitted chang- 
ing the end date of the dis- 
covery phase “probably 
would” affect the starting 
time of the actual trial. 
But Mr. Urbelis said if 
Stone-Congress doesn’t 
agree to delay discovery 
for one year, then the town and the 
architect will ask a court to allow the 
one-year delay. 


Mr. Patrick said Stone-Congress is 
unwilling to delay the start of the trial, 
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1.7M lawsuit 


but will agree to delay the start of dis- 
covery as long as the closing date for 
discovery is not changed. 


“What we're saying is we don’t need 
a year for discovery, anyway,” said Mr. 
Patrick. 


Town manager reprimands health 


director for talkin

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
last week issued a letter reprimanding 
Health Director Everett Penney for 
speaking with the Townsman about 
problems with the Andover High 
School construction project. 

Although Mr. Stapczynski and 
selectmen reluctantly acknowledged 
the existence of the letter Monday, nei- 
ther Mr. Stapczynski nor any of four 
selectmen asked would release a copy 
of the reprimand. Chairman James 
Barenboim was out of town and 
unavailable earlier this week. 

“The information is confidential,” 
Mr. Stapczynski said Tuesday. 

Mr. Stapczynski said there is no 
gag order or policy instructing staff 
not to talk with the press about prob- 
lems with the High School. 

“Absolutely not,” the manager said 
Tuesday. “My policy with my people 
is tell the truth.” 

But he did say that town employees 
should not talk about issues that are 
in litigation. The contractor on the 
High School project has filed a suit 
against the town for $1.7 million. 

“The best way to deal with this is 
no comment, and the letter you’re 
looking for we feel is protected and it’s 


a personnel matter,” Mr. Stapczynski 
said. “The problem is that some mat- 
ters are in litiga- 
tion and some are 
not, and I expect 
my people to 
know the differ- 
ence.” 

Another town 
official who did 
not want to be 
identified said the 
intent of the letter 
was not as a gag 
order, but to point Everett Penney 
out that some of 
the information and documentation 
related to the litigation shouldn’t have 
been released. 

The letter of reprimand will go into 
Mr. Penney’s permanent personnel 
file, according a third town official 
who spoke on the condition of 
anonymity. 


In an article on page 1 in the Feb. 20 
issue of the Townsman, “Problems 
‘worse if anything’ at AHS,” Mr. Pen- 
ney indicated that the town’s leaders 
are responsible for the continued 
problems’ withthe High School project 
because ‘they, have not acted, sufficient- 


g about AHS problems 


ly to stop them. 

“The town of Andover didn’t cause 
the problems but it was certainly the 
town of Andover’s responsibility to 
address the problems and that hasn’t 
been done,” Mr. Penney had said. He 
also said problems at the High School 
“are worse now, if anything,” than 
they were after several construction- 
related incidents two years ago. 


Mr. Penney has traditionally been 
one to speak his mind openly and hon- 
estly even about the most sensitive 
and controversial subjects. But the let- 
ter from the town manager last week 
has apparently stifled him. When 
asked Monday whether it was true he 
had been muzzled, his reply was sim- 
ply a firm, “No comment.” Questions 
as to whether he could acknowledge 
the letter or whether anyone else 
might comment on the letter elicited 
the same curt response. 

The letter has drawn at least some 
attention among other employees at 
town offices. One staffer this week, 
when discussing a completely unrelat- 
ed matter, asked not to be quoted. It 
isn’t “like Everett Penney,” the 
employee said. The employee could 
talk, but just didn’t want to be quoted.

One problem with the new struc- 
ture is that the pole is only accessible 
from the roof. The roof can only be 
reached by going through a hatch, 
according to Mike McCormick, senior 
field representative for Mead Consult- 
ing, the town’s consultant on the job. 
Another problem is that the pole is 
very difficult to reach, even from the 
roof. 


A person standing on the roof can 
reach the bottom halyard to clip in 
the bottom of a flag, but the person 
has to climb up on the rails of the sup- 
porting structure to reach the top hal- 
yard to attach the top of a flag. While 
that person would not necessarily be 
hanging over the edge of the roof, 
according to Mr. McCormick, “obvi- 
ously it’s not something we want to 
have people doing on a daily basis,” 
he said this week. 


So why not just put a flag up and 
leave it there? Because the federal 
government requires that a flag that 
Stays up 24 hours a day must be illu- 
minated at night, according to Ms. 
Parker. 

Officials discussed installing 
lights, but having the seniors donate 
a flag seemed to be the more popular - 
and less expensive - idea. 

The steel flagpole and its substruc- 
ture cost $29,300. The paint was extra, 
according to Mr. McCormick. As far 
as he knows, the design was part of 
the original architectural plans, he 
said.

it was not that unusual. This 
fiscal year $203,000 was bud- 
geted for snow overtime, and 
next year the town manager 
is asking to set another 
$215,000 aside. 

The overtime in the water 
department was also signifi- 
cant in calendar year 1996, 
more than $202,000. A total of 
$175,000 was budgeted for 
water overtime this fiscal 
year and another $208,000 is 
being set aside for next year. 

Mr. McQuade attributes 
the overtime in the water 
department to two things. 

This time of year, the 
water treatment plant oper- 
ates about 12 hours a day, 
with no second shift. During 
the summer, the plant oper- 
ates 18 to 24 hours a day, also 
with no second or third shift. 
The same five employees 
operate the plant 365 days a 
year. 

The second item that 
affects overtime is response 
to emergency water and sew- 
er leaks or blockages. A total 
of seven employees are avail- 
able to respond to all sewer 
or water emergencies, Mr. 
McQuade said. 

Of the 46 DPW employees, 
19 made more than $50,000 in 
calendar year 1996. Of those, 
13 Highway Department 
employees were paid more 
than $10,000 each in overtime 
during that period. Four of 
those earned more than 
$20,000 in overtime. 

Ten employees in the 
water department were 
paid more than $10,000 each 
in overtime in calendar 
year 1996, including three 
who were paid more than 
$20,000. 


Trash costs up 

The estimated cost for sol- 
id waste disposal for the cur- 
rent year is $14,500 less than 
what was budgeted, but the 
town manager is requesting 
a $328,000 increase from that 
estimate for next year. 

The recommendation 
would take the estimated 
$1.77 million for this year to 
roughly $2.1 million next 
year. Yet that is more than a 
quarter million dollars less 
than requested by Mr. 
McQuade. 

An increase in tipping 
fees — the cost to dump trash 
at the trash-to-energy plant 
in North Andover - is the 
main reason for the a hike. 
Under the current contract, 
the fees will go up from the 
$93 a ton the town is paying 
now to $116 a ton in FY ’98. 

The primary cause for the 


increase is that the contract 
calls for the town to start 
paying off the $150 million 
debt owed on the plant. 

Voters at the Special 
Town Meeting last fall 
approved letting selectmen 
negotiate a new 10-year 
amended contract that would 
spread those payments over 
10 years, but that deal has 
not yet been approved. The 
$45 million cost of 
retrofitting the plant to EPA 
standards could cause fur- 
ther increases at the plant, 
but implementation of the 
new EPA regulations have 
been delayed by a court chal- 
lenge in the midwest. 

Mr. McQuade figured his 
budget request on a tipping 
fee of $130/ton tipping fees. 
Mr. Stapcezynski scaled the 
estimated tipping fee back to 
$116/ton to reduce his recom- 
mendation. 

Mr. Stapczynski said he 
did so after talking with Rep.

Selectmen this week 
voted to support a proposal 
to rebuild the intersection 
at Frontage Road and 
Osgood Street, at the rear 
entrance to Raytheon, at a 
cost of $100,000. But they 
did so with the under- 
standing that the proposal 
will likely be amended to 
as little as $20,000 at Town 
Meeting. 

The project involves 
removing a rotary that 
exists there now, and 
reworking the intersection 
so that it is closer to an “X” 
intersection.

Bob McQuade, Public 
Works director, told select- 
men last week that he can 
do the project for much less 
than the $100,000 if the town 
does it according to its own 
plan using town engineer- 
ing and asphalt curbing. If 
an architect is required and 
granite curbs are to be 
installed, as some business- 
es in the area are request- 
ing, then it would cost clos- 
er to the $100,000 in the war- 
rant article.

While the town spent well 
over the snow budget last 
year, Mr. McQuade said he is 
well under budget this year.

Selectmen at a public 
hearing last year told 
employees and officials 
from Dynamics Research 
and Raytheon that the pro- 
ject would not go forward 
without involving them in 
the process.

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The balloon trail 


Contractor points out

hose who work in construction 
know that architects draw bal- 
loons around areas where 
they’ve changed the design. Bill 
Nicholson, president of Congress Con- 
struction, one half of Stone-Congress, 
says, “If you were to look at the draw- 
ings for the building the whole project 
is ballooned.” 

“You're building a $20 million build- 
ing on 8% by 11 sketches,” said Greg 
Keller, Stone-Congress’ superinten- 
dent. Mr. Keller later added, “We are 
still designing this project. It is being 
designed daily.” 


Mr. Keller said he has worked with 
nine architects on the High School job, 
far above the number with which he 
normally deals. 

“It’s more than triple what’s ever 
happened to me,” said Mr. Patrick. 
“When people start leaving like that 
you have a real preblem.” 

During a tour of the construction 
site and cafeteria area Monday, Stone 
Congress showed the Townsman sever- 
al areas where it claims the architect 
has made mistakes. 


For instance, new stairs were built 
in between the two sides of the cafete- 
ria. Although the stairs were built dur- 
ing this construction project, there is 
now talk of getting rid of those stairs. 


But Stone-Congress says the stairs 
are referred to as “existing” stairs by 
others involved in the project, imply- 
ing that the stairs have been there 
since the school was built. 

“It’s just not ethical to tell the citi- 
zens of Andover we’re going to take out 
an existing stair,” said Mr. Nicholson. 

In another case, to get more light 
into what will be the administration 
area, the architect told the contractor 
to punch holes in the walls and put in 
extra windows. 


Tom Silva, the contractor’s project 
manager, said Stone-Congress ques- 
tioned whether the walls would be 
structurally strong enough to stand up 
to the wind, but was told by the archi- 
tect the design met code. 


Workers began installing the new 
windows. 

But later, after a town building 
inspector and a consulting structural 
engineer came to look at the wall, the 
architects were notified there was a 
problem and they redesigned the wall. 
Stone-Congress says it had to stop 
work in these areas. In layman’s terms, 
workers must now strengthen window 
areas before they can finish the admin- 
istration rooms. 


This type of work, claims the con- 
tractor, is inefficient and makes the 
project more expensive. 

“It’s a tremendous cost for us,” said 
Mr. Nicholson. “It would be like you 
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In an existing part of the build- 
ing, which is being rehabilitated, 
the architect said smoke alarms 
weren’t required, according to 
Stone-Congress officials. But 
code and the Andover building 
inspector made the contractor 
install them. That means re-doing 
previously completed work, 
according to Stone-Congress 
workers. 


guys having to print the newspaper 
one page a day. That’s hyperbole, but 
that’s what they’re asking us to do.” 

Stone-Congress officials say they 
have had to request information from 
the architect on more than 900 occa- 
sions. The contractor said manpower 
has periodically gone down at the job 
site because it can’t get timely answers 
to these requests. 


“Why does the manpower go down?” 
repeated Mr. Nicholson. “If you don’t 
have the answers to build it right, you 
can’t just throw it together. That’s 
motion, not progress.” 

“I have letters file cabinets high say- 
ing ‘Please advise us how to proceed,’ ” 
said Mr. Silva, Stone-Congress’ project 
manager. 


Buzz Stapczynski, Andover’s town 
manager, said there have been times 
when the architect’s response time was 
slow, but the town’s been “working 
with the architect to reduce turn- 
around time.”

Stone-Congress’ superintendent, 
shakes his head when he walks 
through the High School building. 
There have been so many changes, he 
indicates that nearly everywhere he 
goes he sees problems created by the 
architect’s mistakes. 

“It’s almost everything I look at,” he 
said. “I could knock your socks off with 
stories.” 

According to Mead’s report, omis- 
sions account for 44 percent of the pro- 
ject’s changes, while phasing accounts 
for 21 percent of the changes. 

Buzz Stapczynski, town manager, 
had no comment regarding the per- 
centage of changes related to omissions 
and phasing. As of presstime Wednes- 
day, David Croteau, project architect, 
had not returned phone calls made 
Monday and Tuesday by the Towns- 
man. 

Signs of poor design? 

There are several reasons why Mr. 
Keller shakes his head when he tours 
the High School site. 

Ceilings designed too low, air-condi- 
tioning units and water bubblers 
drawn without a connection to electri- 
cal outlets, and new classrooms built 
without smoke detectors are all prob- 
lems he says he’s experienced on this 
job. 

“In our business to not have smoke 
detectors in the building is like to not 
have the floor,” said David Patrick, 
president of Stone Building, one half of 
Stone-Congress. 

Then there are problems such as a 
$30,000 flagpole that is virtually inac- 
cessible. In addition, Stone-Congress 
pointed out other alleged problems 
during a tour, Monday. (See related 
stories.) 

Phase daze 

Stone-Congress said phasing issues 
have been a major issue. One problem 
with the architect’s phasing was that 
they required the contractor to work in 
too close proximity to classrooms that 
were being used, said Stone-Congress. 

“We've been accused of poor safety 
practices and the problem is the prox- 
imity and the design,” said Bill Nichol- 
son, president of Congress Construc- 
tion, the other half of Stone-Congress. 
“Proximity is the issue... We’ve told the 
town manager. Dave and I have writ- 
ten very pointed letters.” 

Stone-Congress is adamant that 
there have been no safety violations 
while they have been on the job. 

“The big picture is that we have an 
ill-conceived phasing plan that we noti- 
fied the architect about four weeks into 
the job,” said Bill Nicholson, president 
of Congress Construction, one-half of 
contractor Stone-Congress. 

“It seems to us that even though 
there’s a lot of inference that the con- 
tractor’s at fault here,” the evidence 
proves otherwise, he said. “The phas- 
ing doesn’t work.” 

According to Stone-Congress project 
manager Tom Silva, one example of the

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architect’s phasing errors can be found 
in that the town had to pay for tempo- 
rary boilers to heat the building. This 
was done because the phasing schedule 
did not have the normal boilers sched- 
uled to be hooked up before the start of 
the cold weather. 

A more recent phasing snafu 
involved the architect’s directive to 
start phases 4 and 5 of the project at the 
same time. If the contractor did this, 
one section of the building would be 
closed off from the other by a construc- 
tion site, said Stone-Congress. In other 
words, students and teachers would 
have to go outside to go from one 
usable area of the High School to 
another available area, said the con- 
tractor. 

Redesign and re-phase? 

Because of all these alleged design 
and phasing problems, the contractor 
says the town should stop the project, 
and then re-design and re-phase it. 

Mr. Stapcezynski said he does not 
want to stop the project because of 
Andover’s  no-damages-for-delay 
clause. He said he believes this clause 
protects Andover from owing extra 
money as a result of delays. 

“That’s been their (Stone-Congress’) 


constant refrain from 1995 until today. 
That the project be stopped and re- 
designed,” said Mr. Stapczynski. 

“The only way they can be damaged 
is if there’s a clear stop work order,” 
said Mr. Stapcezynski. “That’s why 
they’ve been agitating for us to stop 
work.” 

Stone-Congress insists stopping the 
work and redesigning would be in the 
best long-term interest of the town. 

The contractor said the architects 
are currently having Stone-Congress’ 
workers do many change-related pro- 
jects at the cost of time and materials. 
Stone-Congress said this is an expen- 
Sive practice. 

“So the town of Andover doesn’t 
have any price protection on this,” said 
Mr. Nicholson. “We're basically work- 
ing on an open checkbook for the town 
of Andover. It’s criminal.” 

Stone-Congress said the town and 
architect should re-design the project 
to fix all the problems and then negoti- 
ate how much it will all be worth. 

“It would be a bigger cost up front. 
You'd get a big (budget) bulge earlier, 
but you'd get a better value for the 
town,” said Mr. Nicholson. “Nobody 
wins (the way the town is doing it 
now), but the town doesn’t see the 
bulge. 

“This is an abuse of the taxpayers’ 
money,” he said. “Why can’t we just 
come to terms with the problem?” 

“They wanted to lap it (the cost) up 
in little increments,” said Mr. Silva, 
Stone-Congress’ project manager. 

Mr. Stapczynski referred questions 
about using time and materials to the 
architect but, again, Mr. Croteau did 
not return phone calls. 

Will the check bounce? 
Speaking of money matters, Stone- 


The contingency 
fund: ‘Burning 
through it’ and 
another $2M needed 


Here’s a brief history of the contin- 
gency fund. 

Near the beginning of the project, 
the town had $1.7 million in the con- 
tingency fund. After running into 
problems, the town asked residents 
during 1996 Town Meeting to approve 
an extra $2.43 million to finish the 
High School job. This money includ- 
ed another $1 million or so for the 
contingency budget alone. Now this 
extra money is also gone or virtually 
gone, according to the contractor and 
Mead Consulting’s January report. 

“$1.7 million’s a lot of money to 
me. We blew though $1.7 million (the 
original contingency) on change 
orders that the town authorized,” 
said Bill Nicholson. “We’ve burned 
through a second million (since 1996 
Town Meeting) that was ear-marked 
for construction at the High School 
and again you have no more High 
School.” 

Tom Silva, Stone-Congress’ project 
manager, estimates the town will 
need at least another $2 million to fin- 
ish the High School project as it is 
currently designed. He said the 
amount currently spent on change 
orders per month is just about equal 
to the amount spent on contract 
work. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
said there’s only $2.6 million worth of 
work left in the project and he’s “flab- 
bergasted” the contractor would 
think they'll need $2 million more to 
finish. He thinks part of this money 
is the $1.7 million mentioned in the 
lawsuit. 


Congress is also worried Andover may 
run out of money before the project is 
completed as currently designed. 

Mead’s January report shows 
Andover had already spent more than 
$2.7 million of the less than $2.8 million 
approved by two separate Town Meet- 
ings for the contingency account, the 
money set aside for changes. 

“As we understand it, there’s no 
money in the budget now for changes. 
We’re in phase 3 and we have phases 4, 
5 and 6 to go,” said Mr. Nicholson. 

The last three stages are also domi- 
nated by renovation work. Construc- 
tion field workers say there are usually 
more unexpected problems found 
while renovating old areas than while 
building new ones. 

Stone-Congress also said, normally, 
when this amount of contingency mon- 
ey is spent it’s because something new 
has been added to the project. 

“We've done more than $2.5 million 
worth of changes and you have less of a 
building,” said David Patrick.

thought it would take to pay for an 
apartment, groceries and to pay other 
bills. Adam’s answer, at 17 years old, 
was $15,000. 

When Adam was very young, his 
wonderfully loving adoptive father 
pretty much shoved his doubts and 
questions under the rug most of the 
time. He did have Adam tested several 
times over the years (always low IQ), 
but Mr. Dorris would rationalize that 
number was low because Adam had a 
difficult start, or that the tests weren’t 
culturally applicable to his son. 

Once, when Mr. Dorris was on a vis- 
it to a clinic for troubled Native Ameri- 
can children on a reservation, he met 
two young boys, about Adam’s age. 


They reminded him so much of his 
own son that he couldn’t stop watching 
them as they stared at a television. 
They even looked like Adam. When 
Mr. Dorris told the director of the clin- 
ic that the two looked so much like his 
adopted son, the man responded, “Oh, 
you have an FAS child, too?” 

“FAS?” asked Mr. Dorris. 

“Fetal alcohol syndrome,” the man 
said, and explained. 

In the book, Mr. Dorris goes into 
great detail about the amount of drink- 
ing there is by Native Americans on 
reservations. The number of children 
with FAS or children affected by alco- 
hol is appalling. 

In fact, several people in the book 


who have worked extensively with 


FAS kids or who adopted one, suggest 


the only solution is to put into jail a 
woman who will not stop drinking 
while she’s pregnant. 

Of course FAS exists in vast num- 
bers outside of reservations, too. Mr. 
Dorris estimates that there are 70,000 
fetal alcohol-impaired children born 
each year in the United States. 

In case you need more convincing, I 
learned while reading this book that 
alcohol shrinks the brain within its 
cranial case. A normal cerebrum, said 
Mr. Dorris, looks like it’s stuffed into a 
too-small space, a place that’s so tight 
that the brain folds over itself. “But a 
brain stunted by alcohol has parts that 
are smooth as a creek stone.” 

He explains that the alcohol damage 
to the fetus depends upon what week of 
pregnancy the mother is drinking, her 


age and how much she’s drinking. 
Younger mothers, he learned, are bet- 
ter able to fight the effects of alcohol. 
But if the brain, for example, is in its 
most tenderly developmental stage 
when the mother goes on a binge, that 
baby will be born with great brain 
damage. He said officials try to scare 
women by talking about knocking IQ 
points off with each drink. 

Absolute abstention is the only way. 

I guess you get the idea. Read the 
book if you aren’t convinced that you 
should stop drinking during pregnan- 
cy. 
And by the way, Broken Cord isn’t 
just Mr. Dorris’ account of learning 
through Adam about fetal alcohol syn- 
drome. It’s also about love-and dedica- 
tion — Mr. Dorris’.

One side to 
the AHS story 


Of course there are always two 
sides to every story; and this week we 
have mostly one side to the mess of a 
building project at Andover High 
School. The contractor, Stone- 
Congress, talked freely this week, 
relating its side of the story. But the 
architect, Earl R. Flansburgh, did not 
return our calls as of Wednesday at 
ll,a.m. Still, we hope to meet with 
them next week and ask them to 
answer the contractor’s allegations 
in a Story, if they agree. 

In this week’s tour, we saw an 
entrance stairway built recently that 
probably will be ripped out. We saw 
walls where the contractor says the 
architect designed windows that will 
weaken the walls — a $50,000 mistake. 
We saw the cafeteria where the con- 
tractor says when workers went to 
hook up water fountains, the wiring 
was not there. We heard of places 
where ceiling will have to be ripped 
out to install smoke detectors that the 
contractor says the architect said 
weren't needed, but the building 
inspector says are needed. 

We heard Stone-Congress officials 
say they have never in their careers 
seen a job like this. They say phasing 
— setting up the schedule of what part 
of the project will be worked on when 
~ is one of the major problems. The 
architect did the phasing. The con- 
tractors say they’ve seen nine project 
architects come and go, and when we 
asked why that happens, they specu- 
late that the job is too frustrating to 
remain on the job. Stone-Congress 
officials say they spend copious 
amounts of time bringing up to snuff 
new architects. 

Stone-Congress workers say when 
they point out that some parts won’t 
work, the architect tells the contrac- 
tor to make it work. Jerry-rigging is 
expensive, they point out. Everyone 
_ knows there’s a certain amount of 
| Jerry-rigging on any construction job, 
but not this amount, according to 
Stone-Congress. 

That’s Stone-Congress’ side. Hope- 
fully, next week, Flansburgh’s will 
shed additional light on the AHS 
building mess.

Warning: Don’t drink if you're pregnant

If you’re pregnant and drinking, 
stop it. Immediately. Please. 

If you’re 2 
thinking of try- 
ing to get preg- 
nant and you 
drink, stop 
drinking before 
you try to have 
a baby. 

I’ve been 
reading Michael 
Dorris’ The Bro- 
ken Cord. Pub- 
lished by Harp- 
er Perennial in 1989, it’s a personal, 
moving and frightening account of 
Mr. Dorris’ eventual understanding 
of fetal alcohol syndrome. 

One of the testimonials in the 
beginning of the book was written by 
Rear Admiral Faye G. Abdallah, then 
deputy surgeon general of the United 
States, who said, “I hope that The 
Broken Cord will reach every woman 
of child bearing age, every obstetri- 
cian and pediatrician. The book has 
the potential of saving hundreds of 
lives.” 

That sounds like hyperbole, but it 
isn’t. 

Now I don’t know about you, but 


I'd never heard of fetal alcohol syn- 
drome until I read this book. By the 
way, Mr. Dorris is in the news lately 
because he’s written a new book, 
Cloud Chamber. He’s also the author 
of A Yellow Raft in Blue Water, which 
I'd read and enjoyed. 

Back to FAS, the short name for 
such a destructive condition. I knew 
a woman was supposed to watch 
what she eats, and especially what 
she drinks during pregnancy. And I 
did. I also knew that you avoid medi- 
cations and only take them when 
pregnant if it’s absolutely necessary 
and only after consulting with a doc- 
tor. 

Mr. Dorris, a Native American, 
adopted a Native American child 
who, he finally learned many years 
later, was the victim of FAS. What 
that means is the boy’s mother 
drank, copiously it would seem, 
while pregnant with the boy, Adam. 
The mother, in fact, died at a young 
age of alcohol-related problems. 

In the beginning, Mr. Dorris, a 
writer and teacher at Dartmouth Col- 
lege at the time, didn’t understand 
why his son couldn’t retain what he 
tried to. teach him. He found it impos- 
sible to toilet train him, he found 
Adam was indiscriminating in who 


he showered with his wonderful 
affection. As he grew older and went 
to school, he couldn’t be trusted to 
get on the proper bus when others 
his age could figure it out. He 
couldn’t learn his multiplication 
tables, and he couldn’t be taught by 
rewards or punishments. Nothing 
worked. Adam was a mystery. 

Adam was very small for his age. 
He had grand-mal type seizures. He 
had to take two different types of 
medication three times a day to con- 
trol the seizures. He had hearing, 
sight and balance problems. His 
spine was twisted. He had too-large 
teeth and too many for his mouth. 
His coordination was not good. 

The most interesting problem 
Adam had, I think, is that he could 
not project into the future. If I do 
this, that will happen, was not part of 
his world. He only lived right now. 
He didn’t understand consequences 
of actions. 

Adam had no judgment. If his 
father counted on him to take his 
medication, he’d take it all at once. 
Once, when he was older and said he 
thought he’d like to get an apartment 
on his own, his worried parents 
asked how much money Adam

Teacher sets record 
straight on AHS 
faculty meeting 


Editor, Townsman: 
Regarding Eszter Vajda’s arti- 
cle on the Andover High faculty 
meeting on Monday, Feb. 25, 
[“AHS teachers favor block sched- 
ule to add academic hours,” page 
10}, I would like to respond to her 
wording and its effect. Near the 
end of her article, Eszter wrote 
that “when the clock hit 4 p.m., 
teachers began to walk out of the 
room, signifying the end of the 
‘contract time’ to stay at the 
meeting” which leaves the dis- 
tinct impression that there was a 
mass exodus. However, that was

not the case, as only three teachers actually 
left at that time. The proof of how many 
teachers stayed to participate in the process 
of decision-making with Mrs. Parker is to 
total the votes mentioned in the same article; 
since 77 teachers voted, the ratio of those 
who stayed until the adjournment of the 
meeting at 4:10 p.m. was 77 to 3. 

I would also like to point out that under 
several of our former high school principals, 
faculty meetings usually were held once per 
month and lasted from 2:30 until 3:15 (occa- 
sionally to 3:30 in special circumstances). 
However, under Mrs. Parker’s new initia- 
tives to meet the “Time & Learning” require- 
ments of the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts and her “Action Teams” (com- 
prised of all the High School faculty and 
three administrators, plus students, parents 
and business leaders from the Andover com- 
munity), our meetings are now held twice 
per month (three times during February), 
and we meet from 2:30 until 4 each time. This 
significant increase in time and energy is an 
example of our commitment to the process 
by Andover High teachers, the three build- 
ing administrators, student representatives 
and community members. 

Also, I would like to point out to you and 
the citizens of Andover that no one at 
Andover High is “working the contract 
hour,” which implies that we are working 
only the minimum specified times of the con- 
tract. On the contrary, the teachers at 
Andover High School are devoting far more 
than the minimum this school year. 

So, I invite anyone to walk around the 
High School any afternoon and you will see 
many teachers tutoring students in class- 
rooms, science labs, computer labs, etc. Talk 
to Dave Gangi and Jay Darrin (Community 
Service Program) and Joann Samra and Joe 
Spanos (marketing), and Bob Lague 
(music/theater) who regularly take students 
to regional and nationwide competitions for 
no extra pay or credit. Talk to Karen Burke 
who coordinates all junior class activities, 
plus the big events like “Mr. AHS” and the 
junior prom, for only a minimal stipend. 
Talk to the members of the AEA leadership 
and other teachers like myself from the three 
levels of the Andover school system who met 
at the assistant superintendent of school’s 
house and other sites during the summer 
and after school during the fall (approxi- 
mately 40 hours from each person at no extra 
pay or inservice credit) in order to create a 
new “Four-Year Teacher Evaluation Docu- 
ment,” modeled after the new state guide- 
lines. etc., etc. 

In short, the teachers at the High School 
are working harder than ever this year 
under the very adverse conditions of being 
“under construction” while we teach. Some 


teachers work in three and four different 
classrooms per day, and many classes have 
been shifted constantly due to the noise, 
fumes, falling debris, etc. Despite this pres- 
sure, we also attend all faculty (two) and 
departmental (one) meetings three Mondays 
per month after school and we continue to do 
the work necessary to move the High School 
forward.

Phillips Academy will present its Cantata 
Choir and Chamber Orchestra, under the

Mendelssohn’s oratorio, Elijah tomorrow, 
Friday, March 7, at 7:30 p.m. in Cochran 
Chapel on the Phillips Academy campus.

Elijah was commissioned by and first per- 
formed at the Birmingham Festival in Eng- 
land Aug. 26, 1846 with Mendelssohn con- 
ducting. It became the most popular oratorio 
in Victorian England, rivaling oratorios 
such as Handel’s Messiah, Bach’s St. John 
Passion and Coleridge-Taylor’s Hiawatha’s

Elijah possesses many of the dramatic ele- 
ments of opera. Mendelssohn explains in 
some of his letters and diaries, “In such a 
character as that of Elijah, it seems to me 
that the dramatic should predominate — the 
personages should be introduced as acting 
and speaking with fervor.” 


Vincent Dion Stringer, an instructor in 
voice at Phillips Academy and artistic direc- 
tor of The New England Spiritual Ensemble, 
is a candidate for a master’s degree in opera 
at Longy School of Music in Cambridge. He 
has given numerous recitals with perfor- 
mances at the Millard Auditorium at the Uni- 
versity of Hartford and Crowell Concert Hall 
at Wesleyan University in Connecticut, the 
Martin Institute at Stonehill College in East- 
on, The Museum of Fine Arts and the Isabel- 
la Stewart Gardner Museum in Boston, Marl- 
boro Music Festival in Vermont and The 
Edinburgh International Festival in Scot- 
land.

Courtney Cherewich is a teaching fellow 
in English at Phillips Academy.

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State money coming for 
school technology needs

The Andover schools have effectively won 
a buy-three, get-the-fourth-one-free offer on 
technology products from the state. 

Andover was selected to receive a $163,830 
matching grant for education technology, 
according to Dick Neal, superintendent of 
Schools. Andover was one of 78 Mas- 
sachusetts communities to receive the offer 
from the state Department of Education, and 
officials here plan to take advantage of it. 

“What we did was we put in our technolo- 
gy plan last July,” said Raymond Tode, tech- 
nology integration coordinator. “Now we’re 
waiting for the $30 per student (represented 
by the $164K). We’re just waiting to process 
the paperwork.” 

Mr. Tode said the money must be used to 
network the schools, and Andover must 
spend $3 to get $1 from the state. 

Andover is in the process of devising its 
‘hetworking plan, which Mr. Tode says will 
bring the end of sneaker-net, the carrying of 


information from one computer to another 
on disk. 

“It’s a huge step,” he said. “What this is 
going to do is allow us to have a centralized 
(place) for students to access their informa- 
tion no matter where they go in the school. 

“The $164,000 will be used for a part of 
that. The rest (of the money necessary) will 
be taken out of the bond money that was 
passed two years ago.” 

Mr. Tode said Andover ultimately plans 
for all of its schools, and many classrooms, 
have access to the Internet. 

Andover officials were happy with the 
news that the $163,830 will be coming soon. 


“Tm sure we'll find a way to use it,” said 
Tina Girdwood, School Committee chair- 
woman, at last week’s regular committee 
meeting. 

“I would expect to,” said Mr. Neal.

Local man pleads guilty to four counts 
related to failure to pay income taxes 


Scott Sidell, 38, of Andover pleaded guilty 
in Suffolk Superior Court to four counts of 
willfully failing to file state income tax 
returns for the years 1991 through 1994. 

Mr. Sidell was manager in charge of tele- 
phone sales for National Communications 
Corporation of Woburn. He received more 
than $216,000 in wages from 1991 through 
1994, but paid no estimated taxes on these 
amounts, had no withholding taxes taken our 
and failed to file state and federal income tax 
returns. His tax liability to the state was 
more than $10,000. 


Suffolk Superior Court Justice Regina 
Quinlan ordered Mr. Sidell to pay a criminal 
fine of $12,000 and placed him on probation 
for three years. 

In addition, Mr. Sidell will still be liable 
for the payment of all back taxes, along with 
givil fines and penalties. 

“Not paying your taxes is something that 
will catch up to you no matter how hard you 
try to hide it. We will continue to root out 
these types of offenders and make them pay,” 
said Revenue Commissioner Mitchell 
Adams.

prosecuted dozens of people who don’t pay 
taxes or who don’t file tax returns,” said 
Attorney General Scott Harshbarger.

Two Andover nurses participated in a 
women’s health study and attended a conven- 
tion last month in Boston. Elaine Goodman 
and Laurie Lewis, both of Andover, were part 
of the Nurses Health Study. The study was 
designed as a follow-up to examine relations 
between diet, exercise, hormones and life- 
Style practices in relation to chronic illnesses 
among women, including breast cancer, 
osteoporosis and colon cancer. Question- 
néfres were mailed every two years to partic- 
ipants. 

“I never knew how they picked us until 
now,” said Ms. Lewis. 

Beginning in 1976, 110,000 nurses who were 
registered with the American Nurses Associ- 
ation were sent a questionnaire from Long- 
wood Medical Center in Boston. They wanted 
married nurses 35-55 years old. 

“The questionnaires were done Well and 
the investigators provided the most up-to- 
date information,” said Ms. Goodman, who is 
also a member of Aid For Cancer Research, a 
small group of volunteers who raise money 
fol" cancer research. 

“Some of the questions were a pain,” said 
Ms. Lewis. One such example she used was: 
‘How many times a day, a week, a month, 
and a year did I eat butter?” 

Nurses were also asked to contribute toe- 
1ail and blood samples.

The 
sessions allowed participants to explore in 
greater detail topics for which they them- 
selves were studied. 

“It’s about time. It’s wonderful that they 
brought this out into the open,” said Ms 
Goodman. 

“No one has ever studied women’s health 
in such large numbers. Some of the discover- 
ies were startling,” said Ms. Lewis. 

Ms. Lewis was surprised to see two of her 
classmates from Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital checking in at the Weston Hotel, where 
the convention was held. 

“I thought I wouldn’t know anyone,” said 
Ms. Lewis. She is currently working for Dr. 
Michael Terlizi, at Doctor’s Park in Andover. 

More than 200 published papers have been 
generated by the nurses study. The published 
Studies have cleared moderate amounts of 
coffee as a health hazard, and confirmed that 
women who take estrogen after menopause 
substantially decrease their risk of heart dis- 
ease, but raise the risk of breast cancer. 

In another example, the study found that 
women who drink moderate amounts of alco- 
hol cut their risk of heart attack by 50 per- 

cent, but increase the risk of breast cancer by 
one-third.

dispelled a previous notion that women could 
lower their likelihood of contracting breast 
cancer by limiting fat intake and eating more 
high-fiber foods. The study found that neither 
made a significant difference, according to 
the local nurses. 

According to the study, hair dyes do no 
increase cancer risks. 

But, Ms. Lewis confirmed recent studies 
on smoking. “The doctors constantly pointed 
to the risk hazards of smoking for women. 
Especially young girls.” 

Another part of the study indicates that 
colon cancer, the third leading killer of Amer- 
icans, may be prevented by regular Aspirin 
ingestion and increased consumption of folic 
acid and other nutrients, the women said. 

“This was startling,” said Ms. Lewis. Evi- 
dence showed that there’s no conclusive evi- 
dence related to a decrease in osteoporosis 
among women who take increased dosages of 
calcium. Women who were careful with their 
diets have the same risk factor as women 
who didn’t change their eating habits. 

Finally, both women agreed that the 
results of this study were “incredible and 
exciting” for the advancement of women’s 
health around the world. 

“Who would’ve thought that 20 years ago 
we would be here?” said Mrs. Goodman.

THE 
EASEMENT 
PRIMER 


Every property has some 
kind of easement-utility, water 
and sewer or driveway 
easements which give access 
to landlocked parcels. As a 
property owner, you may be 
affected by easements at some 
point. 

The easement in gross 
is the most common type of 
easement used by public 
utilities. These easements are 
often under or above the 
ground, so they do not consist 
of actual land. If a utility gains 
the right to an easement in 
gross over your land, it must 
Pay you for the diminishment in 
value of your property. 

Easements by prescription 
become easements simply 
through unchallenged use by 
the landowner for a specified 
number of years (usually 10- 
20). To avoid such an 
occurrence, the landowner 
must periodically make a 
formal objection to “start the 
Clock over.” 

The most familiar type of 
easement is easement 
appurtment that allows 
access to public roads and is 
used to create driveways and 
walkways for subdivided 
parcels. This type of easement 

should be treated by both 
landowners (and beneficiaries) 
as actual land parcels to be 
described and recorded 
meticulously.

(d) Set back from residential dwellings: In the SRA and SRB zones, all buildings associated with the 
assisted living facility shall be no closer than 200 feet from existing residential dwellings; however, with 
respect to accessory structures not greater than 300 square feet in said zones, the SPGA, in its discretion, 
may reduce said set back by an amount up to but not greater than 100 feet if it determines that said struc- 
ture will not adversely impact the use and enjoyment of the existing residential dwelling. In the MU and GB 
districts, the set back shall be 50 feet. 


(e) Minimum lot frontage: The minimum lot frontage shall conform to the requirements of the district 
where such use is located. 


c. Other Requirements: 


(1) Town services: Assisted living residences shall be serviced by public water and sewer of sufficient 
Capacity to serve the project. Any extension and/or replacement of sewer and/or water lines necessary to 
provide sufficient capacity shall be the responsibility of the applicant. 


(2) Transportation services: The operator of the assisted living residence shall be required to provide or 
arrange for transportation to town services and facilities. 


(3) Common Open Space: In the SRA and SRB districts, there shall be an area of common open space 
equal to at least 30% of the lot area. The common open space shall be retained in perpetuity for conser- 
vation or passive recreation use. No more than 25% of the minimum required open space shall be situat- 
ed within wetlands. A permanent conservation restriction running to or enforceable by the Town shall be 


recorded for the common open space area and shall include restrictions that the land be retained in per- 
petuity for conservation and/or passive recreation. 


(4) Parking: The minimum number of Parking spaces provided on the lot shall be 0.4 parking space per 
assisted living unit plus one parking space per three employees during the largest shift. Up to 25% of the 
minimum number of required Spaces may be allocated for compact cars in accordance with the design 
Standards of Section IV.A.5.b. of this bylaw. The Planning Board, in its discretion, may require additional 
Parking spaces to serve the needs of employees, visitors and service vehicles, such spaces to be provid- 


ed in a “reserve parking area” which would not be built unless determined necessary by the Inspector of 
Buildings. 


(5) Access and On-Site Circulation: Adequate on-site circulation shall be provided to and from the site, 
taking into consideration the adjacent sidewalks and Streets and accessibility of the site and building(s) 
thereon for emergency vehicles. Adequate provision shall be made for off-street loading and unloading 
requirements of delivery vehicles and passengers using private transportation. 


(6) Public Safety: For any assisted living residence, the structure shall comply with the National Fire 
Protection Association Life Safety Code, including sprinklers. The facility shall also have an integrated 
emergency call, telephone and other communication System to provide monitoring for its residents. There 
shall be sufficient site access for public safety vehicles. A plan shall be approved by the Andover Fire 


Department for the emergency evacuation of residents with emphasis on ensuring the safety of residents 
with physical impairments. 


(7) Landscaping: Landscaping and screening is required to obscure visibility from beyond the bound- 
aries of the premises of parking areas, dumpster locations, and loading areas. 


(8) Affordability: Except as provided in Sections VI.V.2.c.(8)(e) and VI.V.2.c.(8)(I), 15% of the total num- 
ber of assisted living units shall be set aside as affordable housing units for elderly persons who qualify as 
low, moderate or upper-moderate income persons as defined as follows: 


Low Income - below 60% of the Lawrence SMSA median income based on HUD figures (“Median 
Income”) 


Moderate Income - 60-79% of Median Income 
Upper-Moderate Income - 80-100% of Median Income 


In determining the total number of affordable units required, a fractional unit of .5 or more shall be 
regarded as a whole unit. To the extent legally permissible, the affordable units shall be offered to eligible 
Andover residents before being offered to non-Andover eligible elderly persons. 


(a) Such affordable units may be rented, sold or otherwise provided to qualified elderly persons in 
accordance with income and asset limitations established by the authorizing state or federal agency in 
those instances where the affordable units benefit directly from such assistance, or in the absence thereof 
pursuant to the definitions of income and assets established for the Low Income Housing Tax Credit pro- 
gram, or pursuant to the standards promulgated by the SPGA. 


(b) Affordable units shall be dispersed throughout the building(s) and shall be compatible with and gen- 
erally comparable to the market-rate units in terms of location, quality and character. 


(c) Of the affordable units, the applicant shall set aside units representing all three income levels as fol- 
lows: 20% shall serve low income persons, 50% shall serve moderate income persons and 30% shall 
serve upper moderate income persons. 


(d) Although eligibility for the affordable units shall be determined by reference to income and assets of 
the prospective residents, the affordable units shall be considered affordable only if they are restricted in 
the amount of monthly rent or other monthly charges for the unit based upon a percentage of the 
applicable Median Income. For purposes of computing the monthly rent or other monthly charges for the 
unit, there shall be excluded any special charges for extra or specialized services which are not provided 
to the general population of the project but are unique to the particular needs of an individual resident. The 
standards of affordability for proposed projects including, without limitation, the methods of determining 
and maintaining eligibility, the percentage of applicable Median Income used for limiting the monthly 
amounts charged for the affordable units, and any variations in the percentages of Median Income in the 
three income levels, shall be set and revised from time to time by the SPGA provided said standards are 
consistent with appropriate Federal and State standards. 


(e) At the discretion of the SPGA, the applicant may be permitted to set aside a lower percentage of 
affordable units, but in no case less than 10% of the units if, in the opinion of the SPGA, the applicant has 
demonstrated that public subsidies (including without limitation, public or low interest financing, tax bene- 
fits and Town provided subsidies such as provision of services, real estate tax abatements or reduced 
assessments or reductions of water and sewer charges with respect to the affordable units) are unavail- 
able or inappropriate and/or the provision of the required percentage of affordable units will threaten the 
viability of the project without some form of relief. In such cases, or in order to encourage an applicant to 
exceed the required percentage of affordable units, the SPGA may : 


(i) provide a density bonus whereby the total number of allowable units computed under Section 
VI.V.2.b.(2) (“Maximum Allowable Units”), may be increased by an amount of additional units determined 
by the SPGA, not to exceed 25% of the Maximum Allowable Units, and any such additional units granted 
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by the SPGA as a density bonus shall be mark 


et units and shall not cause a corresponding increase in’ * 
the number of required affordable units: 


(ii) permit higher percentages of units to be offered to moderate or upper-moderate income persons; 
and/or 


(iii) permit the applicant to make a cash or other contribution to the Town or its designee for use by 
the Town in (a) providing or subsidizing affordable housing for low, moderate and upper-moderate income 


elderly persons as defined by this section of the by-law or (b) providing other elderly facilities or elderly 
services. 


(f) Affordability restrictions shall be embodied in applicable deed covenants, contractual agreements 
and/or other mechanisms to ensure compliance with this subsection. 


(9) All affordable units shall be maintained as affordable housing units for the life of the Assisted Living 
Facility. 


(h) Prior to the issuance of any building permit for any units, a clearance certificate shall be required to 
be issued by the Planning Department indicating compliance with this subsection. No clearance certificate 
Shall be issued for any units until (1) all documents necessary to ensure compliance with this subsection 
(including, without limitation, the documents referred to in subparagraph (f) have been executed and. if 


required, recorded at the Registry of Deeds and (2) any required cash or other contribution has been 
made to the Town or its designee. 


(I) Nothing in this subsection shall preclude a developer from setting aside more than the required 
number of affordable units or from setting aside additional units for higher but limited income groups or 
from setting aside more units for lower income groups. 


(9) Accessory Uses: The operator of the assisted living facility may also provide optional services on the 
site for the convenience of residents, including, but not limited to transportation, barber/beauty services, 
Sundries for personal consumption, laundry services, and other amenities, provided such uses serve pri- 
marily the residents and staff of the Assisted Living Residence and the accessory uses shall be wholly ° 
within a residential structure and shall have no exterior advertising display; 


(10) Existing Facilities: None of the provisions of this section shall apply to Assisted Living Residences 
existing on the date of adoption of this section. 


d. Special Permit Procedure: The procedure for a special permit under this section shall comply with the 
procedures outlined in Section VI.0.3.h. of this bylaw, which includes application procedures, special per- 
mit Criteria and guidelines for Planning Board review of the proposal. The Planning Board may impose 
additional conditions if in its judgement such conditions are needed to increase the compatibility of the 
project with its surrounds or to better provide for the residents. 

3. Long Term Care Facilities : 
a. Design Standards and Guidelines: 


(1) Building coverage: The maximum building coverage, including accessory buildings, shall not exceed 
30% of the lot area for new construction or expansion of existing structures. 


(2) Building set backs: Buildings shall be set back a minimum of 50 feet from all property lines. 


(3) Set back from residential dwellings: All buildings associated with the long term care facility shall be 
no closer than 200 feet from existing residential dwellings. 


(4) Minimum lot frontage: The minimum lot frontage shall conform to the requirements of the district 
where such use is located. 


b. Other requirements: 


(1) Town services: Long-term care facilities shall be serviced by public water and sewer of sufficient 
Capacity to serve the project. Any extension and/or replacement of sewer and/or water lines necessary to 
provide sufficient capacity shall be the responsibility of the applicant. 


4. Congregate Living Facilities: 
a. Applicability: The provisions for Assisted Living Residences shall apply. 


5. Independent living residence: 


a. Applicability: The provisions of subsection VI.O.1, conversion of a one or two or more family dwelling, 
shall apply. 


b. Parking requirements: The provisions of Section VI.A.4.a(2) shall apply.” 
IV. Insert the following definitions in Section II: 


36. Long term care facility: An institution or distinct part of an institution which is licensed by the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Public Health to provide 24-hour care under medical Supervision to individuals 
who, by reason of advanced age, chronic illness, or infirmity, are unable to care for themselves. Long term 
care facilities provide assistance with Activities of Daily Living as defined by 651 CMR 12.02, as well as 
skilled nursing and medical care by a skilled nursing staff. 


37. Assisted living residence: A residential development Subject to certification by the Executive Office of 
Elder Affairs under G.L. Chapter 19D, defined as an entity, however organized, whether conducted for 
profit or not for profit, which meets all of the following criteria: 


a. provides room and board; 


b. provides assistance with activities of daily living and personal care services for three or more non- 
related adult residents; and 


c. collects payments or third party reimbursements from or on behalf of residents to pay for the provision 
of assistance. 


Assisted living residences are for frail elders who do not require 24-hour skilled nursing care, but need 
assistance with dressing, bathing, eating, housekeeping, medicine monitoring, and other activities of daily 
living.

(1) Minimum lot size: An assisted living facility shall be permitted ina SRA and SRB zone only within a 
single lot containing a total area of not less than 5 acres. In the MU district, the minimum lot size shall be 2 
acres. There shall be no minimum lot size required for the GB district. 


(2) Density: The maximum allowable density shall be 3000 square feet of lot area per assisted living 
unit.
